world — Swift & Co. — and

makes grim reading. 


Swilt had the largest sales and 


.the poorest profit of any year in 
the last five. In fact, the profit j s 
was so low that in order to pay a ' 
dividend at .all it was necessary, 
instead of plowing back some of 
the earnings into-the business, to 
deplete it by nearly 2 million dol- 
lars. 


What have high prices done to 


Swift's business? In 1947 the com- 
pany had 2'/i billion dollars of sales 
and earned l\-< cents on the dollar. 
At the 1951 price level Swift sold 
2 
1/:. billion dollars of meat products 
but earned only half a cent. The 
per-share earnings for stockholders 
was cut in two.
